INSURANCE FOE SOLDIERS 


Plans for issuing $4000 free Government insurance 


on the life of every American soldier and sailor during the 
war in lieu of -pension arrangements will be taken up next 
week by the council of national defense. A report pre- 
pared by Assistant Secretary,Sweet;of the commerce de- 
railment, ready to be submitted, urges that .the insurance 
be-provided thru legislation-before American troops are 
sent to France. 
,. 
The plans as prepared provide for a flat msuranee_oi: 


$4000 on the life of every officer and private in the mili- 
tary and naval service, to be paid his beneficiaries with- 
out premiums. A Government insurance bureau would 
handle the whole subject and there would be provisions 
for a system of insurance by which officers and men de- 
suing to do so could take out amounts higher than the 
$4000 free policy by paying premiums at peace rates. 
j 


Insurance companies, it is said, are ready to approve 


«he scheme if assurred the Government -will not continue 
in tlie insurance business after the war. War hazards 
are so-great that few companies are anxious^ to insure 
soldiers and Sailors except at high premiums, officials have 
been told, although many companies which have on their 
lists men now in the military and naval service have not 
advanced their premium rates. 
At the end of the war the Government woulcl_ cum 


over to insurance companies its oremiuni war business 
dropping the flat $4,000 policies on ail who leave -the ser- 
vice but continuing it on men who remain in the army or 
navy. The plan would provide also insurance for partial 
or total disability. In case of death the insurance would 
be paid in installments.

Government officials are convinced, tne best way to 


dispose of the pension problem is to meet it before hand, 
The history of the pension system since the Civil War has 
shown many abuses which it is hoped to avoid by provid- 
ing insurance before men are killed. 


The success of the Government war risk insurance: 


bureau, which has paid out' large sums for ship losses, is 
pointed to as an argument that the Government itself can 
bear the risk..

INSURANCE FOE SOLDIERS 


Plans for issuing $4000 free Government insurance 


on the life of every American soldier and sailor during the 
war in lieu of -pension arrangements will be taken up next 
week by the council of national defense. A report pre- 
pared by Assistant Secretary,Sweet;of the commerce de- 
railment, ready to be submitted, urges that .the insurance 
be-provided thru legislation-before American troops are 
sent to France. 
,. 
The plans as prepared provide for a flat msuranee_oi: 


$4000 on the life of every officer and private in the mili- 
tary and naval service, to be paid his beneficiaries with- 
out premiums. A Government insurance bureau would 
handle the whole subject and there would be provisions 
for a system of insurance by which officers and men de- 
suing to do so could take out amounts higher than the 
$4000 free policy by paying premiums at peace rates. 
j 


Insurance companies, it is said, are ready to approve 


«he scheme if assurred the Government -will not continue 
in tlie insurance business after the war. War hazards 
are so-great that few companies are anxious^ to insure 
soldiers and Sailors except at high premiums, officials have 
been told, although many companies which have on their 
lists men now in the military and naval service have not 
advanced their premium rates. 
At the end of the war the Government woulcl_ cum 


over to insurance companies its oremiuni war business 
dropping the flat $4,000 policies on ail who leave -the ser- 
vice but continuing it on men who remain in the army or 
navy. The plan would provide also insurance for partial 
or total disability. In case of death the insurance would 
be paid in installments.

Government officials are convinced, tne best way to 


dispose of the pension problem is to meet it before hand, 
The history of the pension system since the Civil War has 
shown many abuses which it is hoped to avoid by provid- 
ing insurance before men are killed. 


The success of the Government war risk insurance: 


bureau, which has paid out' large sums for ship losses, is 
pointed to as an argument that the Government itself can 
bear the risk..
